SGME CURIOUS SINHALESR 
\ BELIEFS. 


A writer in a London journal, in su | 


article on snake beliefs, savs that he 
was told by a friend, a coconut- tower 
from Ceslon, that the cobra of Ceyloa 
has a strange habit of carrrimg in its 
mouth at night a luminous pebble. 
presumably of fcur spar, with which 
it attracts the smali fry which are its 
prey. The writer, who sats he bas 
heard the story before, pnts it down 
to legend, and he is probably might. 

The story does, however, bear a 
strange relation to the carious 
tradition of Cerlon that the cobra 
de zapello of Cerlon cecasionally 
containa in its stomach a precious 
stone surpassing in brilliancy all known 
jewels. This stone of untold valucis 
called the ndga-manik-kva, snd not 
one snake in a thousand is supposed 
to possess such a treasure. The 
popular belief of the Sinhalese is that 
the cobrs. before eating, casts it up 
fora moment, but conceals it, other- 
wise its splendour would.attract im- 
niediate attention to it. 

‘The tales of the peasantry in tela- 
the 
devices of thoce in search of the gem 
have always been baflled by the 
vigilance. and cunning-of the cobra. 

Tennent in his Natural History 
gives many interesting pieces of 
Ceylon folklore. in additian tu tales 
for which he vouches, in connection 
with the habits of the cobra. 

FATAL PRACTICAL JOKE. 

He gives two instances within his 
own knowledge of confirmation ofwhe 
Sinhalese belief that if one cobra is 
distroyed neat a house, its companion 
is almost certain to be discovered 
immediately after, -* Once.” he says, 
“when o snake of this description 
was killed in a bath of the Govern- 
ment House at Colombo, its mate 
was found in the same Spot the day 
after; ard again, at the stables. 
‘a cobra of five feet long. having fallen 
into the well, which was too deep to 
permit its escape, its companion of 
the same size was found the sane 
morning in an adjoini.g drain. 
~ This ‘affection between the male and 
female cobra has been noticed not 
only iu Ceylon, but in India. One of 
the many tales told in connection 
with it is that of a joke played by his 
brother cfticers upon a voung :ub- 
altern who had recently joined an 
Indian regiment. After the subaltern 
had gone to bed, a cobra was killed 
ic the mess, and thinking to give the 
new-comer a fright when he awoke, 
the other cficers placed the dead 
snake on his bed. During the night,

The 
maps showing the country to the 
north of the mountain are quite use-. 
less. Jt is impossible to put any trust 
in them. : wig 

The chief obstacles to progress are 
the great glacier streams intervening, 
and at this time of the year quite 
unfordable. There is, however, an 
occasional rickety bridge. The first 
march from Tingri towatds Everest 
led tothe Rongbok Glacier, a large 
glacier stream flowing down this 
valley, but there was a fragile bridge at 
the monastery of Chhobo. Over this 
bridge all loads had to be carried by 
hand, while the pack animals were 
swum across the nver. 

The path now led up the wild, 
strangely holy valley of Rongbuk to 
the Monastery of Rongbuk, which 
stood at a height of 16,500ft. It is 
curious bow often the proximity of 
great mountain or some wondertully 
impressive piece of scenery 
comes to be looked upon as holy, 
sacred ground.
